During the interview, the attorney went over the arguments on pages 6-18 of the 
Amendment Accompanying Request for Continued Examination of February 17, 2009, and Mr. 
Jung provided some explanations to help the Examiner and the supervisor understand the 
invention. The Examiner and the supervisor stated that the applicants' arguments appeared to 
be persuasive, but they would need to consider the arguments in greater detail before making a 
final decision. 

The Examiner subsequently issued an Office Action mailed April 28, 2009, in which the 
Examiner withdrew ail of the previous rejections of the claims, but rejected all of the claims over 
a new reference.
